The August 3, 1963, edition of "The Daily Oklahoman", 
a daily newspaper published at Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, reflected 
an article entitled, "Big Government Ripped by Welch". 

The article stated, in part, the following: 

"The greatest tragedy of the 20th century is the 
increase of 'swollen over-extended* government every- 
where, Robert Welch, founder of the John Birch Society, 
said Friday night in Oklahoma City. Speaking to 500 
‘ persons attending his keynote address of the Christian 

Crusade, Welch called 'this tragedy' greater than the 
Communist menace. 

" 'Even when composed of honest and intelligent 
individuals, government combines and increases the 
stupidity of men. And for a government, the stupid 
action, stupid course, is almost always the easiest 
and safest course,* he said. 

"When asked if the John Birchers supported a 
particular candidate for the 1964 presidential election, 

Welch said the society has 'no position ever in regard 
to politics.* He indicated a majority of the society 
' probably would back a conservative candidate. 
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Concerning the nation's racial upheavel, Welch 
said, "We have a very strong position in that we take 
absolutely no position. This matter should be left 
up to local communities to handle,... the federal 
government has no right to say what local groups should 


do. 


"In summing up his 90-minute talk, Welch was 
applauded when he said as stupid as people can be,^ , 

'none of us anywhere can begin to touch governments r • 
when it comes to stupidity. It is the tendency to ,u;£X£ d--- 
increasing, swollen, over-extended government that r; w 
constitutes the greatest tragedy of the 20th century.’ 
Welch said the world's people - except for the communists 
'who, if they are truly communists can't be thought of 
as human beings in any consideration of humanitarian 
qualities' - are nearly alike."

The August 3, 1963, edition of the "Oklahoma City 
Times", a daily newspaper published at Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, 
reflected an article entitled, "Birch Society Founder Talks 
Here". 


The article stated, in part, the following; 

The first meeting of the Fifth Annual Christian Crusade 
national convention was held at the Skirvin Tower Hotel in Okla- 
homa City on Friday night, August 2nd. Over 30 states were 
represented at the first night of the convention, with Texas 
having the largest out-of-state delegation. 

"Charles Weber, a local radio pastor, gave a 
scripture reading followed by a sermon denouncing the 
United States welfare and foreign aid program. ..." 

Following the prayer, Billy James Hargis, Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, minister, read off the program. 

Robert Welch, founder of the John Birch Society, was 
introduced as the keynote speaker. 

"Welch strung together nearly 20 stories of 
experiences he has had in his childhood and his travels, 
with the intent of concluding that 'there’s nothing as 
stupid as government when it comes to stupidity.' Applause 
was brief, but quick, on that comment ...... ' 

The August 4, 1963, edition of "The Sunday Oklahoman", 
a Sunday newspaper published at Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, reflected 
an article entitled, "Crusader Rips Church Group". 

The article stated, in part, the following; 

"The National Council of Churches and America's parti- 
cipation in a test ban treaty came under attack Saturday 
by speakers at the Christian Crusade, underway in Oklahoma 
City. Also assailed were the United Nations, both politi- 
cal parties, and the nation’s news media. A Cuban exile 
leader challenged the Organization of American States (OAS) 
to send armed forces into Cuba, and another speaker former 
Major General Edwin Walker, was hailed with calls of 'Walker 
for President'.

’’Luis V. Manrara, Miami, Florida, said the OAS has 
the ’right and obligation’ to eradicate Communism from 
this hemisphere. It is the legal, moral and military 
answer, he said, and member nations have the power 'to 
intervene with armed forces in Cuba, collectively or 
unilaterally, ' 

"A 26-year-old Wisconsin minister, Reverend David 
Noebel, Madison, discussed 'The Liberal Papers’ , a collection 
of 12 essays edited by James Roosevelt and authored by per- 
sons working in or with the Kennedy administration. He 
said the suggestion in the book for America's foreign and 
domestic policies closely follow a list of Communist goals, 
'These ideas are being used by the Kennedy administration,' 
Noebel said.,,,, 

"Dr. Charles S. Poling, Wickenburg, Arizona, retired 
Presbyterian minister, accused most ministers in the United 
States of having 'greater devotion to the National Council 
of Churches than they do in God, The National Council has 
become the most deeply-entrenched, well organized socialist 
political party America has ever known,' he said,.,, 

"A retired general .. .told the crowd the Soviet Union 
will not honor the recent test ban treaty any longer than 
the treaty can be used to its own advantage. Brigadier 
General (Retired) Richard B. Moran, Kerrville, Texas, said 
of 52 treaties Russia has entered into with the United 
States, the Soviets have broken 50 of them/ 

"Former Major General Walker hit the test ban treaty, 
politics, and the press. 'Why must there be a test ban 
treaty?' he asked. *We never agreed with anybody to arm in 
the first place. This is incredible. This reason is treason,' 
he said. 



"Sounding like a candidate for political office, 

Walker hit at the Republican and Democratic parties, claiming 
they both have 'no choice' platforms. 

" 'The platform to vote for is the one of the man 
against the UN,' he said. 'If you're not for him, you're 
not voting for survival .. .survival is the basic issue.' 
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CHRISTIAN CRUSADE 


•’Walker said he’s a member of one party, ’the 
people’s party of America, and I’m sure 75 percent of 
the people are in it, too,’ 

" ’ What am I doing?’ Walker asked, ’I’m propagan- 
dizing and agitating.* As the crowd began to applaud, he 
asked, ’Do you like it?’ and was met with an ovation and 
scattered cries of ’Walker for President*.” 

The August 5, 1963, edition of ”The Daily Oklahoman” 
reflects that FULTON LEWIS, JR. was a speaker at the Sunday 
meeting of the Christian Crusade in Oklahoma City. The article 
quoted Lewis as stating the conservatives, ’’split into little 
groups”, should unite to ’'substitute a new president in the 
White House.” He told conservatives to ’’get rid of schism, nit- 
picking, disagreements on little tiny details and fancy theories 
(and) get behind a candidate or principle which has the courage 
to break the Kennedy family hierarchy." 

The article relates that about 550 persons in the 
Skirvin Tower attending the convention heard Lewis blast civil 
service and foreign service programs, claiming the Kennedy 
administration keeps the federal payroll big for vote-getting 
purposes. 


The article reflects LEWIS endorsed 'Senator Barry 
Goldwater for President and depicted President Kennedy as a 
"pleasant, superficial playboy who has no more business being 
president than I have being God.” 

LEWIS was quoted as saying that to fight the inter- 
national Communist conspiracy, the average person "can vote 
against Mr. Kennedy for re-election.” 

This article indicated that the Christian Crusade 
ended its three-day session on the night of August 4, 1963. 

On August 2, 1963, a source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised he attended the opening meeting 
of the Christian Crusade held at the Skirvin Hotel, Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma, that date. Source stated that former Major 
General Edwin A. Walker addressed the meeting and the nature 
-■ his remarks were to the effect that the Christiaq Crusade 
should devote itself to fighting communism and that he deplored 
the integration crises which he described as being completely

communist dominated and inspired and further referred to the 
entire matter as communist propaganda. 

The source advised that General Walker bitterly 
attacked the Director of the FBI, stating that the Director 
failed to speak out concerning the fact that integration matters 
were communist inspired and in a rambling manner, according to 
source, Walker claimed the Director of the FBI failed to state 
the true circumstances and communist connections of those 
persons surrounding Reverend Martin Luther King. The source 
advised that at this point Reverend Billy James Hargis, one 
of the founders and director of the Christian Crusade, immediately 
arose and stated he wished to correct the statements of General 
Walker about the Director of the FBI and stated the Director had 
been muzzled by Attorney General Robert Kennedy. Source stated 
that Walker then continued to criticize the Director of the 
FBI by stating the Director should not have stood behind Attorney 
General Kennedy and permitted the Attorney General to speak out 
for him but should have ’’spoken out” and spoke of this as an 
instance of political control of the Director exercized by the 
Kennedy administration. The source advised General Walker was 
asked specifically what the Director of the FBI should have 
done and Walker was unable to answer. Walker was asked what 
the group hoped to accomplish in Oklahoma City and he replied 
to the effect that he and the Christian Crusade intended to 
fight the Kennedy s wherever they could. Walker referred fre- 
quently to his leadership in oposition to the NAACP and Walker 
was asked if he had been at Oxford, Mississippi. Walker replied 
that he had definitely been there and it was the source’s opinion 
from personal observation that Walker considers himself the 
leader of all groups against integration and ’’glories in his 
experiences at Oxford.” 

Source advised that some reference was made to the 
March on Washington and Walker was asked if he would go to 
Washington. According to source Walker replied* "I will go 
where the spirit moves me. Wait and see.” Source said it 
was his impression that Walker has the definite intention of 
being in Washington on August 28, 1963. The source advised 
that it was his impression that Walker is definitely and 
sezbusly a mental case and described the opening meeting of 
the Christian Crusade as follows. .... "It is hard to imagine 
I had attended a meeting at the Skirvin Hotel in Oklahoma City. 

I thought I was in a lunatic asylum.”

On August 5* 1963, t,he source advised he had attended 
all sessions of the convention of the Christian Crusade which 
ended on the evening of August 4, 1963. He stated he spent a 
substantial amount of time at these meetings around former 
Major General Edwin A. Walker in an attempt to assess General 
Walker as best he could. He stated that in the presence of 
reporters and photographers Walker appeared unstable. However, 
when addressing the convention body he was very lucid and 
appeared quite normal. The source advised he received no. 
indication from any of the many persons with whom he was in 
contact that anyone at this convention was organizing any 
group to attend the March on Washington. He specifically 
stated there was no indication anyone discussed carrying 
weapons at any time. Source advised that it was his impression 
General Walker will probably be in Washington on August 28, 

| 1963, as Walker indicated he would like to witness how troops 

j would be used to ’suppress freedom". Walker indicated he 

j learned a lesson at Oxford, Mississippi, and will do nothing 

to incite a riot. Walker stated the Army should be used to 
j repel "the Negro attack on Washington". Source concluded by 

| stating that the main theme of most speakers at the convention 

| was "hate Kennedy'! .

COMMUNIST CIVIL WAR 
POLICY

The Negro question is a most 
ing problem for the American People. For 
the country it is a problem of ^ eat . 
nitude. Its political consequences m the 
affairs of our government and m 
arena of world politics cannot be ^°^cd. 
We in the United States will have to deal 
with the Negro problem boldly and real- 
istically. To exploit the* Negro q^esUon, 
like a politician for expediency only and 
as an opportunistic leverage for vote get 
ting as is too often the practice of our ma- 
jor* political parties, will solve noting pa 
will eventually lead to a greatly aggra- 
vated crisis in race relations and m oar 
relations with many nations, 
ate result of the continuance of such cr^^s 
opportunistic policies will be the mflanun^ 
of our population and the dividing our 
people, at a time when a united, , pa jxuc 
citizenry is badly needed to defend -nd 
preserve our liberties. 

In this article I propose to deal wi& 
aspects of the Negro question mat re- 
ceive top priority from the commu-^te. 

I do so, fully conscious of the fact that 
to treat certain phases of the Negro ques- 
’ tion analytically and critically, «spec;Jl> 

. as it affects our country s security and 
fur posture in the Cold War. is to arouse 
the ire of many individuals and organua- 
“ons today in the forefront of Ae uvrf 
rights movement the term by imv 

Negro question is erroneously called. M«ny 
of these civil rights forces who are rest- 
lessly spreading dissension among our 
people, and who are pushing dieir cam- 
paigns in utter disregard for the def **^. e 
and security needs of the county, % iu» 

I am sure, attempt to distort any objecuve 
presentation and critical analysis of me 
Negro problem, on my part, into a smear 
campaign, charging that the vmtw »* 
racist, a white chauvinist, an ultra nghtis 
opposed to integration and civil rights. 

Against such a ridiculous, premeditated 
smear a defense on my part is absolutely 
unnecessary. Let it be here »oted-me ex- 
amples are too numerous to c.te— that 
to libel genuine anU-communists m the 
vilest language is welcomed by the lib .ral 
intellectuals^ who are 
practice, and the press which favorably 
publicizes their calumnies. 


On the other hand, in the world of 
the liberal traumatic miasma, to tell the 
truth about communists, communazi lib- 
erals and the host of fellow travelers who 
idealize communist and totalitarian mani- 
festations at home and abroad, is scandal- 
ous, McCartyism at its worst, a repudi- 
ation of American ideals and traditions, 
character assassination and libelous. 

Fully aware of attacks upon me per- 
sonally that will follow the publication of 
this article, I have decided, nevertheless, 
to write it because the communists and 
their supporters with the full backing o£ 
Khrushchev have embarked upon a cam- 
paign to exploit the Negro problem as a 
vehicle for national liberation. They in- 
tend to arouse to a fever heat the na- 
tionalist and chauvinist sentiments now 
finding expression in segments of the 
Negro population into a drive for the 
separation of the Negroes from the whites 
throy^h the establishment of an inde- 
pendent Negro republic in the United 
States. They are hopeful that an intensi- 
fied nationalist drive among the American 
Negroes will accelerate the build-up in 
Latin America and in Africa of the an 
American campaign to such an extent that 
it will aid the Communist imperialist 
forts on these two continents. Eut wha: 
is much more important is the fact that 
the communists are deliberately maneu- 
vering among the American Negroes to 
create a situation for the outbreak of racial 
violence, to such an extent that it can 
be turned into a civil war— a civil war on 
a racial basis involved with profound po- 
litical and revolutionary consequences. Ir. 
such a civil war, should they succeed in 
fomenting it, the communists hope to so 
undermine the American government and 
our social structure that they can take 
over power. In the racial civil w f ar they 
envisage, they arc sure Negroes will be 
in the front ranks, the shock troops of 
the communist revolution. 

This communist diabolic policy is a 
calculated and deliberate policy. In the 
final analysis it will not bring justice and 
political equality to the Negro, It is bound 
to bring on bloody strife in which the 
Negroes will be the main losers, and 
should the communists win, enslavement 
of the Negroes and whites alike will take 
place and all Americans will live without 
rights, under a communist dictatorship. 

A historical outline, at this time, of the 
communist role in the Negro question will, 

I am sure, help the reader to a better 
understanding of the communist position. 

The Communist International in Mos- 
cow, in 1921, instructed the American 
communists to organize and lead the Negro 
masses. For that special purpose money 
was liberally provided by the Comin- 


tcm. The communists took the . position 
that the Negroes, constituting the most 
impoverished and exploited section of our 
population — a section with special proo- 
lems and grievances because of racial 
discrimination - would constitute one* 
properly organized and led, the front ranx 
fighters in a revolution to overthrow the 
United States government and replace it 
with a Soviet form of dictatorship. To 
carry out the Comintern’s instructions, the 
American communist party created a j*e- 
-gro department, organized special Neg™ 
organizations, published Negro papers and 
periodicals and conducted a drive for 
Neff roes to join the party, giving them, 
ff they did so. jobs and all kinds of special 
inducements. Every Ne^o memberbrovght 

into the party was hailed as an achieve 
ment 

The communist policy in the early 
years up to 192S on the Negro question-was 
that the Negroes should be accorced fuil 
racial, social, and poliUcai equality with 
the whites. 

At the Sixth World Congress o: the 
Communist International held in Moscow 
during the late summer of .*9?S a specia* 
commission was set up to study the Amer- 
ican Negro question. Josepn Stalin was 
a member of the commission on which 
the American Communist Party was well 
represented. 

I was not in Moscow at that time be- 
. cause I was touring the country “ 
vice-presidential candidate of the Com 

• munist Party. While I was campaigni g 
in the South, I received a telegram from 
the national office of the 

Party that to our regular Negro demands 
for equality, etc.. I should addthengh 
of the Negroes to national self-dctermi 

• nation, the ultimate objective of which 
was, naturally, the estabUshment of a 
Negro government in the Black Belt of 
the South. The policy, though it originated 
in Moscow, did not appeal to me. I con-, 
sidered the demand for a Negro republic 
dynamite, dynamite that would be so ex- 
plosive in the south, once a ronsiderable 
number of the Negroes accepted it, that 
it would do the Negroes more harm than 
good. 

At the close of the vice-presidential 
campaign I was conducting I returned to 
New' York and went into a huddle on the 
Negro question with the leaders of the 
American Communist Party. I asked. 

M What do you seek to accomplish with 
this policy? Create a situation in the 
South where you will bring about a civil 
war between the whites and the 
Do vou realize where that will lead to. 


Do you not realize that such a policy 
will lead to the butchery and massacre 
of thousands of Negroes?” 

John Pepper, whose real name was 
Joseph Pogany, a leader of the terrorists 
in the first Red Hungarian revolution 
under Bela Kuhn, was attached by the 
Comintern to the leadership of the Amer- 
ican Communist Party. He was a member 
of the Negro Commission, as was Stalin — 
the commission that handed down the de- 
cision. I already had learned that the 
decision for the establishment of a Negro 
republic in the United States was formu- 
lated by Stalin and that he forced its 
adoption. So Pepper answered me calmly 
in these words; 

“Comrade Gitlow, there is much truth 
in what you say but we could not help 
ourselves in Moscow." 

In addition, the 1923 Stalin resolution 
laying down binding instructions upon the 
American Communist Party contained the 
following: 

“To the extent to which the Party suc- 
ceeds in developing a strong revolutionary 
movement in the United States, it v.h: 
also be able to exert a decisive influence 
upon the revolutionary’ movement o; the 
Negroes in all parts of the world." 

Stalin hoped by utilizing Negro ra- 
tionalism in the United States to dc-vc.xp 
revolutionary Negro Nationalist move- 
ments on a world scale and through such 
movements to mobilize millions of ar- 
dent supporters for the Soviet Union. The 
revolutionary Negro nationalist movement 
which the communists began in came;: 
to organize in the United States, in South 
America, in Africa, and wherever Ne- 
groes lived, became a most important arm 
of Soviet political imperialism. 

I have out down in very brief outline 
the . historical facts that constitute the 
background of the basic, the unchange- 
able position on the American Negro 
question of the American communists 
and their comrades throughout the world, 
including, of course, their Soviet masters. 

Until recently, the Communist policy 
in the United States has been to soft 
pedal their demand for the establishment 
of a Negro, Nationalist, separationist move- 
ment, a movement determined to oust the 
whites from the South, expropriate their 
lands and property and establish a Negro 
Republic under communist hegemony. 

It appears that now the time has come 
for the American communists to accent 
the loud pedal, on Negro nationhood. 

Claude Lightfoot, one of the top leaders 
of the American Communist Party and 
a guiding spirit in its Negro department, 
a Negro himself, states the present po- 
sition of the communists on the Negro 


question in this manner in an article m 
' the July 1962 issue of Political Affairs, 
the theoretical and outstanding political 
monthly of the Communist Party. 

“Back in the early thirties the Commu- 
nist Party of the United States projected 
the idea that the Negro constituted an 
oppressed nation within a nation. The 
homeland of this nation was seen as em- 
bracing what was commonly called the 
black area of the South. The Black Belt 
at that time consisted of over 200 coun- 
ties crossing several states. It was an 
area of Negro majority. The Communist 
Party adopted this position in 1930.” (This 
is an error on Lightfoot’s part. The Amer- 
ican Communist Party never originated 
this decision. It was handed down as bind- 
ing instructions to the American Commu- 1 
nist Party by Moscow in 1928, as I have 
already stated. B.G.) 


He further explains that during the t 
period of World War II the demand for 
a Negro republic was dropped. What Light- 
foot deliberately forgets to state is that 
the demand was put in cold storage after 
Hitler attacked the Soviet Union and the 
Soviet Union became one of our allies. 
Then Lightfoot adds: 

“In 1946 the Communist Party re-ex- 
amined its position on this question (that 
is after the war was over. B.G.) and re- 
affirmed its previous position. Although 
the question of nationhood was reaffirmed 
this time certain modifications were made 
. . . The Communist Party now declared 
that what wc were witnessing was a 
young nation in its earliest stage of de- 
velopment and because of this conscious- 
ness lagged behind objective develop- 
ments. Notwithstanding these new obser- 
vations the Party continued to place the 
slogan of self-determination in the fore- 
front of its general program.” 


That statement by Lightfoot is not 
an equivocal statement. It states categor- 
ically that the slogan of self-determination 
for the Negro, that is, for the establish- 
ment of a Negro Republic in the Black 
Belt of the South, is in the forefront of 
the American Communist Party’s general 
program. In other words in the forefront 
of the general communist program for the 
communizing of the United States is the 
demand for the establishment of a Negro 
Republic in the South. Why does the 
program of self-determination for the 
American Negroes hold such high pri- 
ority for the communists? Because that 
objective cannot under any circumstances 
be achieved without bloodshed and civil 
war, and civil war to achieve communist 
power is a basic major policy for the 
American Communist Party and so recog- 
nized in its program.

One must know how to read the com- 
munist language. I believe I know how 
to read communist language, how to digest 
it and get at its real meaning. Few per- 
sons do. And the sad part of the story 
is that those who make policy for our 
government, who are responsible for glid- 
ing our ship of state through the perilous 
storms of the cold war, have not yet 
learned how to read and understand com- 
munist language, ,a language unique in 
its logic, subtle in the use and meaning of 
words, in which every “i” dotted, every 
comma, every punctuation mark has a 
meaning all its own. 

Lightfoot continues in this vein and 
I quote: 

“And so in 1959 the communists adop- 
ted a position which discarded the slogan 
of self-determination.” (emphasis mine. 

B.G.) 

Particularly note that the slogan, not 
the policy, was discarded. The slogan, to 
tell the truth, was actually not discarded 
but filed away for future uses when the 
time would be more propitious for its 
exploitation. That time was not long ir. 
coming. It has already arrived because 
the slogan for a Negro Republic has been 
removed from moth balls and is or.ee 
again being proclaimed loudly from tr.e 
communist housetops. Why? 

For the answer let us return to Lignt- 
fooi who writes: 

“One must now take into account 
a powerful nationalist current which is 
becoming increasingly significant. 

“The Muslim leadership and^ doctrine * 
is the most significant source of a trend 
to the contrary within the ranks of the 
Negro people. (Contrary to the opposition 
to the communist policy for a Negro re- 
public that existed among the Negroes 
before,— B.G.) The heart of the program 
advanced by the Muslims calls for the 
establishment of a Negro nation, separate 
and apart from other white Americans. 

One can begin to understand what 
the communist party is aiming at. It aims 
to make an alliance with the Black Mus.im 
movement in order to draw it into the 
communist orbit. But communist aims go 
even further. The communists see in the 
increasing popular support the Muslims 
have in the Negro community an op- 
portunity of linking up the nationalist 
struggle of the Muslims, and those under 
their influence, with the world revolu- 
tionary struggle of the black people being 
engineered by the communists against 
the United States as part of the Soviet 
effort to undermine U. S. influence in stra- 
tegic areas of the globe. 

This factor is indeed underlined by 
Lightfoot when he writes: 
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_ Enclosed herewith for the Information of the 

Indianapolis Office is an envelope postmarked Hartford 
City, Indiana, addressed to the Chief of Police. Lexington,
